No more 
college 
presidents? 


(CPS)--‘‘The American 
college and _ university 
presidency is in trouble,” a 
new study reports. 

Things are so bad, the study 
says, that qualified applicants 
don’t want to become college 
presidents, and, in some 
cases, incumbent presidents 
want to get out of their jobs. 

The study, conducted by the 
Commission on Strengthening 
Presidential Leadership, 
warns the president’s job has 
become too difficult, stressful 
and -constrained at many 
institutions.

Campus Security will move into the newly 
rebuilt Union along with the student groups 
that had called it home. 

BCC President Donald W. Beattie said 
Monday the security office, which is 
presently in Wales, is being moved to the 
Union temporarily until the Applied 
Technology Building is finished in 1986 when 
it will be relocated again. 

Beattie said the security office is being 
moved now to make way for an expansion of 
the financial aid office. He said there is no 
other place on campus to put the law en- 
forcement office. 

The plan has already drawn criticism 
from some student leaders. ‘Security 
should not be in a recreational area,”’ said 
Linda M. Ruspantini, SGA vice president for 
academic affairs. ‘It will have a negative 
influence on the students. They (security) 
should be in a central location on campus.” 
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Beattie said the Security Department will 
have its own entrance. He implied it will 
take the space previously used by The 
Fulcrum, which is now located in the Alms 
House. 

“T was under the impression we had the 
option of going back into the Union,” said 
Anita Knopp Doll, advisor to The Fulcrum. 
“T was never told that we could not go back 
into the Union.” 

Beattie said all other clubs in the union 
previously--The Citadel, SGA office, 
program board, the director of student 
activities office, and the TV and movie 
rooms and restrooms—will be returned 
there. 

Beattie discounted rumors that some of 
the game rooms will be removed. ‘‘We’ll 
just move everything closer together,’’ he 
said. 

Carl Fenescey, director of the Security 
Division of Broome County, said it would be 
ideal to have both locations for security. He 
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Colleges have “‘unecessarily 
and unwisely”’ diminished the 
power of their presidents in 
the past 20 years through 
increased government con- 
trols, and meddling by faculty 
and governing boards, the 
study say. 

The study adds the 
problems are driving away 
the top academic officials 
most qualified for the job. 

“Institutions must ask ‘how 
can we make the presidency 
attractive to qualified ap- 
plicants,’ ’ suggests Nancy 
Axelrod, spokeswoman for the 
commission’s sponsor, the 
Association of Governing 
Boards of Colleges and 
Universities (AGB). 





called ‘health spa’

Although preliminary plans for a 
$2.14 million expansion to the Student 
Center have been approved by state 
officials, at least one college official 
calls the expansion a “health spa,” not 
an expanded college gymnasium. 

The expansion, which will begin in 
the fall of 1985 and will be completed in 
the summer of ’89, will provide space 
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for the physical education and the 
athletic programs. 

A major planner in the expansion of 
the gym, Ozmun G. Winters, chair- 
iperson of the BCC Physical education 
department, said the expansion could 
be used by the college for classes and 
people from the community after 
classes. 

“T think, the plan is the best use of 
given space,” said Winters. 

The expansion will include a multi- 
purpose gymnasium half the size of the 
existing gym, with added storage 
space; a men’s locker room with the 
capacity for 150 men an hour and a 
women’s locker room with capacity for 
150 women, a fitness lab; a weight 
room; an aerobic and martial arts 
room; and new office space, Winters 
said. 

However, the director of the athletics 
department said he is disappointed with 
the plans. 

“T don’t approve of the plans,’’ said 
Director Richard E. Baldwin. ‘‘I have 
never seen an expansion project to a 
gymnasium where the gym has been 
downsized as this one has. 

“Tt looks like a health spa.” 

Baldwin said instead the college 
needs a larger gymnasium and then the 
existing gym could be divided into 
smaller areas with curtains.

said I.D.’s and parking decals could be 
distributed in the Union office and the Wales 
location could be used as the officers’ locker 
room. 

‘“‘We’re happy with the additional space,” 
Fenescey said, ‘but we are disappointed 
that we won’t be in a central location.” 

Beattie said this move will improve the 
perception some students have about 
security through Fenescey thinks otherwise. 

“T don’t think the student union is a place 
to get a better image,” said Fenescey, ‘‘but 
it is a temporary location.” 

When discussions began, security 
suggested they move to the basement of 
Titchner. 

“We decided against that idea because 
access by handicapped students would be 
difficult,” said Beattie. There isn’t an 
elevator in that building. 

But access to the Union will also be a 
problem for handicapped students. Beattie 
said there will be handicapped parking in 
front of the Union. He said students confined 
to wheelchairs could call the Medi-cab 
service to be transported to the union. 

Beattie said students were not involved in 
the planning. He said he sent memos to his 
staff, recommending that a committee of 
students and faculty interested in the Union 


_ be formed, but his staff never followed up on 


it. : can’t lead my people by the hand,” he 
Sald. 

Beattie also said most students weren’t 
that interested in the Union’s future. ‘‘There 
is not much involvement by students,” 
Beattie said. ‘‘Only about 150 students are 
interested.”’ 

Actual dimensions are still in the planning 
stage according to Helen Veres, vice 
president of administrative affairs. She said 
student input will be considered, but it 
should be voiced in a timely manner. That 
means that anyone who has an interest 
should communicate this to Veres’ office 
immediately.

Winters said the expansion would 
benefit both the athletic and physical 
education programs. 

However, he said, only 150 students 
get involved in athletic sports each year 
and more than 7,000 students are in- 


volved in physical education depart- 


ment. 

“We all would have liked to have 
doubled the amount of money, to get as 
much as we could in the expansion, but 
we have to work with the money that we 
do have,’’ said Winters. 

“We can’t have tunnel vision. We 
have to use the space in the best way we 
can to get the most out of it. 

‘“‘We justified expansion to the gym a 
long time ago. 





We have been waiting for an ex-— 


pansion for 12 or 13 years.” 

Since the 1970s, BCC has faced 
overcrowding in every curriculum 
including athletic and _ physical 
education. 

Several Student Center expansion 
projects have been considered since 
1971, Winters said, but this is the only 
one that has been approved by both 
state and county legislatures. 

Some past projects stressed ex- 
pansion of student activities, of athletic 
sports and of Physical education 
programs. The latest project will ex- 
pand the physical education and 
athletics programs, no student ac- 
tivities space is planned at this time. 

Winters said the next step is for the 
county to approve in architect to draw 
up the rough plans. 
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Grenadan connection

Who should appoint advisors to clubs 
and organizations at BCC was 
discussed at the Tuesday, Oct. 23 
meeting of the Student Government 
Association (SGA). 

In the SGA Constitution, the college 
president is responsible for appointing 
advisors, but some members 
questioned whether he should have this 
responsibility. 

College president Donald W. Beattie 
has not yet notified advisors of their 
appointments for this year. There was 
some confusion early in the semester 
when appointment letters were sent out 
by R. Bruce MacGregor, director of 
student activities, but later recalled by 
the president’s office. 

Prospective advisors were told to 
disregard the first notice and await 
notification from the president’s office. 

Wendy Ramsay, vice-president of 
student affairs for SGA, said the 
president was the best person to select 
advisors. ‘“‘Who would know better the 
standing of a person to be an advisor,”’ 
she said. 

But Erie Jensen, vice president of 
SGA for financial affairs, disagreed 
saying the president is very busy and 
may not have time to appoint advisors. 
' The SGA then considered adding a 
two-week limit to the constitution for 
appointing advisors. This would ensure 
that clubs would not go into a semester 
without an adiisor. 

John J. Pierog, vice president of 
student affairs for the college, said he 
sees no problem with a time limit, but 
said with the president’s other concerns 
like the budget, ‘getting advisors 
approved doesn’t have priority.” 

In other action the SGA discussed 
whether to contribute to the purchase of 
an $8,000 grand piano for the school. 
The contribution would be considered 
the class gift for 1985. 

The main concern was that the piano 
would not benefit most students. The 
piano is the only idea that has been 
suggested so far.

computers with operational 
capabilities,” said Krause. 

Students will still have access to the 
DEC 10 computer which they work on 
now. The new system is in addition to it. 

The system is being installed by DEC 
and some BCC staff. 

Krause said within a year he hopes 
students with terminals in their homes 
will be able to hook into the new com- 
puter through telephone lines. Most 
home computers will be compatible. 
“This would allow students to work 
from their home and give easier access 
to the computer,”’ said Krause. 

BCC has plans to buy severl more of 
the VAX units within the next five years 
to work as a “cluster” or network of 
computers. This would allow one 
computer to transfer its work to 
another if it becomes overloaded.

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Faculty want better co:

The College Council, the newly for- 
med governing body for BCC faculty, 
hopes to close the gap its members say 
exists between the faculty and ad- 
ministration. 

The council during its weekly 
meetings this month has agreed to send 
a memo to the administration asking it 
to devise formal guidelines for com- 
munication between the council and 
administration. 

At its Oct. 18 meeting, JoAnne 
Maniago, the liberal arts represen- 
tative; said the lack of communication 
is dangerous. 

Dot Saeger, a faculty representative 
for the business department, said the 
faculty has no idea what decisions are 
sent to faculty committees and what 
should be sent to administration 
committees. 

The council has drafted a memo to 
send to Rovert Messina, vice president 
for academic affairs asking a number 
of questions about college policy 
making and what role the faculty will 
have in it. 

The memo says in part that the 
council is concerned about a “widening

ministration. We would like to close this 
gap to promote collegiality and campus 
growth. We are very concerned about 
the lack of successful and productive 
communication throughout the entire 
campus.” 

Faculty members said at their Oct. 25 
meeting that they would like to set up 
regular meetings between the council 
and BCC President Donald W. Beattie 
and other administrators. - 

“BCC is the only school I’ve been at 
where there are no meetings between 
the faculty and the president,” said 
Chester Buglia, representing business

The council had met with Messina at 
its Oct. 12 meeting to discuss some of its 
concerns. Among the issues discussed 
was the fact that computer equipment 
purchases were taking money away 
from the quipment budgets for other 
departments. 

The college has had to cut back on 
some equipment purchases this year in 
an effort to make up an estimated loss 
of $400,000 in state aid because of lower 
than expected enrollment. 

Joseph W. Long, an associate 
professor of chemistry, said there is 
little or no money left for equipment 





Messina countered that fields of high 
technology may cost the most, but they 
also have the greatest amount of 
student interest. 

“The decision (for spending money) 
must be made according to where the 
demand is,”’ he said. 

Buglia, office technologies chair- 
person, said as the college moves into 
improved technology, nding for 
services and repairs o computers 
becomes a fixed cost. This is due to 
service contracts which run about 
$200,000 per year. 

“Yes, the computer budget is ex- 
panding,” said Messina, “and yes the 
service contracts eat up monies, but 

this is what is needed.” He also said 
computers have universal appeal, and 
will most benefit the school overall. 

Members of the council also 
discussed with Messina the problem of 
communication between faculty and 
administration. Greta Wingate, council 
secretary, said, “‘There is a strong 
feeling (among the faculty) that we are 
deliberately left out of administrative 
decisions.” ~ 

The College Council, a replacement

If the 1984 presidential election were 
held at BCC today, Republican 
President Ronald W. Reagan would win 
with 56 percent of the popular vote, 
compared with Democrat Walter F. 
Mondale’s 31 percent. Thirteen 
percent are still undecided. 

In an informal Fulerum newspaper 
poll conducted in the Student Center 
cafeteria on Monday, Oct. 29, 138 
registered student voters were asked 
who they would choose for President. 


Fifty-seven percent, 78 students 
chose incumbent Reagan. Twenty-nine 
percent, 42 students, chose Mondale. 
And 13 percent, 18 students were un- 
decided. 

Those in favor of Reagan noted that 
he has had great success with the 
economy, and has shown strong 
leadership in the United States and has 
been tough with the Soviet Union. 

Those who chose Mondale said they 
agreed with his policy to stop the arms 
race and keep nuclear arms out of 
space. They also said Mondale would 
help social programs, which they said 
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BCC students want four-more-years; 
Mondale gets only 42 percent 


Reagan has hurt in his term. 

Many of those who were undecided 
said they had not thought over the 
issues yet. 

“Reagan has done wonders for the 
economy,’ said one 19-year-old 
student. 

“Overall Reagan is better, Mondale 
is a wimp,” said one 29-year-old senior 
at BCC.

“Social Security is the reason I’d 
choose Mondale,” said one 19-year-old 
freshman. ‘‘My Social Security 
payments were cut off by the Reagan 
administration after my father died 
and because of the loss of money I have 
to go to BCC instead of a better school. 

One undecided student voter said that 
either candidate will have to deal with a 
new recession. 

“I think we’re heading for a big 
recession no matter what president 
gets into office.”

Shifting student views benefit Reagan 


NORTHRIDGE, CA (CPS)—Outside 
the Student Union at California State 
University at Northridge, Katrina 
Parker, a 22-year-old student, hands 
out ads for a speed reading course. She 
wears an aqua and pink spattered t- 
shirt, part of her own line of sport- 
swear, which she also sells. She hopes 
to start an office cleaning service soon. 

All those enterprises, however, meet 
only part of her tuition expenses. For 
the remainder, Parker, who comes 


from a black, Democratic middle-class - 


background, relies on federal student 
aid. 

And this prototypical Walter Mondale 
supporter plans to vote for Ronald 
Reagan. 

“There’s no way I could vote for 
Mondale,’’ Parker says. ‘“‘He’s like a 
little wimp to me.” 

The president, on the other hand, is 
“of good character,’’ a ‘‘strong 
leader,’’ and ‘“‘sincere.”’ 

Parker is part of a phenomenon that 
has emerged as one of the major stories 
of the ’84 campaign—the tidal wave of 
popularity the 73-year-old Reagan is 
riding among young voters, especially 
those under 25 years old. 

Virtually all the major national polls 
show Reagan with a strong lead over 
Mondale among 18-to-29-year-old 
voters. 

The president’s advantage swells to 
overwhelming proportions in surveys of 
under-25-year-old voters. In some of the 
polls, they give Reagan his largest 
margin of support. 

“The Democrats don’t offer hope for 
the future like Reagan,’ explains 
James Bozajian, 18, a UCLA student. 
““My parents loved (John) Kennedy. I 
think Kennedy inspired young people 
much the same way Reagan does 
today.” 

Reagan “thas so muchcharisma, he 
convinces me,”’ says Sharon Kincaide, 
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also an 18-year-old UCLA student. 

Linda Weber, an 18-year-old Nor- 
thridge student, likes “his fighting 
spirit, like when he was shot (in the 
March, 1981, assassination attempt).’’ 

Danny Hill, 20, a Los Angeles City 
College student, describes himself as 
“from a second-class background, 
trying to make it into first class.’’ He 
thinks his chances of accomplishing 
that are better under Reagan than 
Mondale. 

In just the last few weeks, such 
sentiments have helped Reagan win 
student preference polls at Fort Hays 
State, Kansas State, Texas, Oklahoma, 
Georgia, Florida State, Penn State, 
Virginia, and New Hampshire, among 
many other campuses. 

Such support is all the more startling 
in view of Reagan’s behavior as 
governor of California, when he tried to 
fire campus administrators who 
disagreed with him, ruthlessly put 
down campus protests, sent police to 
attack wounded protestors at 
Berkeley’s infirmary, and once told a 
press conference that “‘if students want 
bloodshed, they’ll get bloodshed.” 

And since 1980, Reagan has abolished 
student Social Security benefits, 
proposed cutting other student aid 
programs by as much as 50 percent, 
tried to eliminate the U.S. Department 
of Education, supported tax breaks for 
segregationist colleges, presided over a 
20 percent decline in student aid 
budgets, sought to limit laws 
prohibiting discrimination against 
campus women, and drastically 
reduced aid to college libraries and 
black colleges. 

Nevertheless, “‘there has been a 
steady increase in the values of per- 
sonal success as against wanting to 
contribute to social causes,’’ notes 
Leonard Freedman, a UCLA political 
science professor and dean of the 
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school’s extension program. 

Alexander Astin of UCLA’s Higher 
Education Resource Institute says his 
annual survey of incoming college 
freshman confirms Freedman’s 
analysis. 

The survey, for example, asks 
students what importance they attach 
to ‘‘developing a meaningful philosophy 
of life.’’ 

During the height of the coun- 
terculture, this value ranked as the 
most-popular among freshman. At one 
point, it was rated important by 85 
percent of the respondents. 

Since the early seventies, the number 
of students calling ‘‘philosophy of life”’ 
an important goal has declined 
steadily, Astin said. 

In the most recent survey, only 45 
percent considered it an important 
value, while ‘‘being very well off 
financially” was ranked as the top 
value by 70 percent. 

‘““Making money has become a 
philosophy of life in itself for a lot of 
people,’’ Astin observes. 

“Tt’s poor people’s fault for being 
poor,”’ Northridge’s Parker says before 
insisting, ‘‘I do have a heart.” 

Reagan’s devotion to the en- 
trepreneurial spirit fits neatly with the 
attitude shift among young voters, 
Freedman says. 






Senate, assembly 
among countywid 


Broome County voters will be asked to pick 
anumber of state and county officials, as well 
as decide on several ballot questions in voting 
on Tuesday, Nov. 6. 

Below you will find a brief description of the 
candidates for the state and county offices. 

State Senate 

Republican Sen. Warren M. Anderson, who 
has spent nearly 30 years as the county’s 
representative in Albany, is again seeking re- 
election. Anderson, 69, has been Republican 
majority leader of the Senate for the last 12 
years, making him one of the most powerful 
figures in the state. 

He is being opposed by Democrat Paul A. 
Holmes, 41, of 31-2 Ely Park Apartments, 
Binghamton. Holmes is the assistant director 
of urban affairs for the State Dormitory 
Authority. 

The two-year term pays $32,960 a year.

123rd_ District (western Broome-—eastern 
Tioga Counties)—The post is up for grabs this 
year because the incumbent Democrat James 
W. McCabe of Johnson City is retiring. 


On the Republican ticket is Town of Union © 


Supervisor Richard H. Miller, 58, of 8 Richard 
St., Johnson City. Miller, a teacher, served 
for 10 years as councilman and six years as 
supervisor. 

He is being opposed by Robert E. Leamer, a 
34-year-old lawyer from Vestal. Leamer has a 
part-time law practice in Binghamton and 
serves as counsel to the Assembly’s Health 
Committee, which is chaired by Binghamton 
Assemblyman James R. Tallon, Jr. This is his 
first try for political office. 

The two-year post pays $32,960 yearly. 

124th District (western Broome County)— 
Incumbent Democrat James R. Tallon is 
being opposed by political newcomer David S. 
Maney. 

Tallon, 42, of 47 Orton Ave., Binghamton, 
has been in the Assembly since 1974 and is 
chairman of the Assembly Health Committee. 

Maney, 21, of 31 Jerome Ave., Binghamton, 
is a stockbroker and part-time music 
reviewer of the Binghamton Press.

Most BCC students ft

It’s lucky for most BCC students that the 
mid-term grades that went into the books last 
week did not include marks for political 
awareness. 

Using the standard 60 percent cutoff, 94 
percent of the students would receive F’s, 
according to an informal survey of 50 students 
(25 men, 25 women) conducted between 
October 19-23. 

The students were asked to name the two 
main candidates in each of five important 
local political races. The candidates were: 
Democrat Matt McHugh and Republican 
Constance Cook (Congress), Republican 
Warren Anderson and Democrat Paul 
Holmes (State Senate), Democrat James 


Tallon and Republican David Maney (State 
Assembly, 123rd_ district), Republican 
Richard Miller and Democrat Robert Leamer 
(State Assembly 124th district), and 
Republican Carl Young and Democrat 
Richard Hogan (Broome County Executive). 

Not one student could name all 10 can- 
didates. In fact, six correct candidates was 
the highest score with only three students or 6 
per cent doing that well. Three named five 
candidates correctly and nine students (18 
recon) correctly named four of the can- 

es. 


The remaining 35 students polled (70 per- 


cent), knew less than four of the candidates 
by name. An alarming 26 percent_of those 


~ surveyed (13 students) could not name a 


single candidate for these offices. 
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best-known candidate (mentioned by 52 
percent of the students) followed closely by 
Young (48 percent) and Anderson (44 per- 
cent). All are incumbents seeking re-election.

Other Races 


All 19 of the Broome County legislative 
seats are up for election this year, although 
there are no contests in five of the districts. 
Legislators receive $8,000 a year for their two- 
‘year, part-time job. 

There are supervisory races in the Town of 
Union and the Town of Vestal, as well as 
several other towns, and trustee races in 
Johnson City and Endicott. 


Ballot Questions 


There will be two statewide ballot questions 
decided on in the general election. 

Voters will be asked to give the legislature 
the power to increase to four years the length 
of terms for county clerks and sheriffs. They 
now serve three years. 

In the second question, voters will be asked 

» to allow the legislature to increase how much 
churches and other non-profit organizations 
can pay out in prizes for bingo and other 
casino nights. The current limit is $250 for a 
single prize, up to $1,000 for the night.

McHugh faces 
84 challenge 
from Cook 


Voters have a choice between two 
moderates in the 28th congressional 
race. 

Democrat Matthew F. McHugh, 45, is 
seeking his sixth term in the U.S. House 
of Representatives. He is being 
challenged by a self-described 
“Rockefeller Republican,” Constance 
Cook, 65. Both are lawyers and both are 
from Ithaca. 

The 28th congressional district in- 
cludes Broome and Delaware counties. 

McHugh and Cook agree on many 
issues. Both support a mutually 
verifiable nuclear freeze, both oppose 
the MX'missle and some of the cuts in 
social programs. 

McHugh says increased taxes 
primarily affecting the wealthy are 
necessary to reduce the deficit. Cook

Mondale says he will cancel the ‘‘Star Wars’’ plan and work 
towards a treaty to stop the arms race in space. It would save the 
country countless billions in dollars and maybe lives. A reasonable 
approach. 

¢ Environment—Mondale wants to make the original Clean Air 
Act stronger, and clean the air of the 12 tons of sulfur dioxides, the 
substance which causes acid rain. 

Reagan has vowed to keep studying the problem, while his ap- 
pointees work toward dismantling laws to protect the environment. 
He has done nothing to stop the $5 billion in damage done to New 
England forests each year, and there’s no reason to think he’ll 
change. 

There is also the age argument (reagan is already the oldest 
president in history, but how will he perform when he is 77, four 
years from now?), the foreign policy question marks (more than 
250 American servicemen have died defending an unclear Mideast 
policy), and Reagan’s farm policy (horrendous programs which 
last year cost five times more than in any other year in history). 

This is one of the most clear-cut decisions voters have made in 
recent times. The choice is also clear: Walter Mondale for 
president. 








Keep Union 
for students

administration has other ideas. It’s bad that students had to do 
without the Union for a semester (or more?) but now we hear that 
the Union will hold an additional attraction—Security Office. 

The Union is a small, tin building with office space that is small 
and nothing elegant by any means.

Now the administration will join us with an 
office for the security officers. 

Does the administration think, with the remote location the Union 
was given, that students may need a constant babysitter? 

According to Helen Veres, vice president of administrative af- 
fairs at BCC, there is still time for student comments and 
suggestions, but there is no time to dilly-dally. When the partitions 
go up there is no taking them down. 

It’s our Union and we should have a say as to how it’s put 
together.

These quotes are written 
directly from the BCC Hand- 
book, page 27. Certainly these 
freedoms and rights come as no 
surprise in written context, 
after all, this is America. The 
surprise comes when one at- 
tempts to exercise these rights 
and freedoms on this campus. 

It seems that there has been 
controversy involving matters 
which concern our own Student 
Government Association, so, in 
the pursuit of truth, I attended a 
SGA meeting last week. The 
proceedings of the meeting 
appeared routine. Reports were 
given and appointments to 
committees were made. 

But during the course of the 
meeting, a peculiar proposition 
was made and passed with a 
vote of 11-1-0. This new “law” 
states that a non-member of the 
SGA Senate must submit 
written application to speak at a 
meeting two days prior to said 
meeting. It also restricts non- 
member time for topic in- 
troduction to three minutes. If 
the SGA is for the good of the 
student, why is it attempting to 
stifle the student voice? 

Next, in attempts to use my 
rights of free inquiry, I went to 
the SGA office to obtain a copy 
of the minutes from the 
previous SGA meeting. I was 
told that these minutes were not 
available to students, and I 
would have to see the SGA 
president concerning the 
matter. This left me curious as 
to what the ‘big’ secret was all 
about. So much for en- 
couragement of free inquiry. 

Finally, I decided to utilize 
my right to free expression. 


After all, even the U.S. Con- 
stitution guarantees me this. 
Armed with posters aimed at 
raising the consciousness of my 
fellow students, I went to see the 
director of student activities, 
where I sought stamped ap- 
proval which was needed to 
“legally” hang my signs. 

‘-I was denied because my 
posters stated an opinion that 
was not identified with an 
organization. Because I 
believed that my right to free 
expression was being ob- 
structed, I asked for written 
disapproval. Upon this request, 
the director of student activities 
became very upset with me. 
Even then, I remained calm, for 
I realized that this man was 
entitled to his opinion and had a 
right to express it. 

The very next morning, a 
bulletin board in the Wales 
Building caught my eye. 
Curiously, I noticed that for 
every one poster hanging with 
visible stamped approval, there 
also hung one poster without 
visible stamped approval. I 
wondered why these posters, 
which included woman’s 
groups, flea markets, church 
councils and clubs, were not 
torn down. Could it be they were 
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Editor. They must ke originals, not 
copies, be signed and a return 
address and telephone number 
provided. Letters will be edited for 
length and taste. Letters must be 
short and to the point. 


not conducive to critical 
judgement? 

I think the students of BCC 
deserve to know exactly what is 
going on within their own 
government. We have the right 
to question college policy 


‘concerning our rights and 


freedoms without threat of 
intimidation. We deserve and 
should demand that we be 
allowed to excercise our rights 
with the open pursuit of truth, 
and freedom of inquiry and 
expression, as stated in the 
handbook. 

Perhaps, it’s time for us to 
stand up to, and overcome in- 
timidating remarks made by 
those who consider themselves 
to be in authoratitive positions, 
and to actively use our own 
capable and critical judgment 
in matters.concerning ourselves 
and our fellow students. 
‘According to the headline on 
Prof’s Ponderings in the Oct. 10 
issue of The Fuleurm, ‘Courage 
to protest wrongs is the best 
way to right them.”

Hornets working hard on defense, rebounding 


Coach Baldwin names Chapman, Jackson, 
Haney, Sullivan as possible starters

As the 1984-’85 basketball 
season draws near, BCC 
Coach Dick Baldwin sees his 
team as having a lot of work to 
do “but the desire and 
willingness to work hard is 
probably the team’s biggest 
strength,’ the coach said. 

The team has had three 
formal tests thus far, the first 
being the annual Black and 
Gold scrimmage held Thur- 
sday October 12. Usually this 
is a game pitting seniors 
against freshmen but because 
of personnel problems, (in- 
juries and unavailable 
players) this year’s Black and 


Gold contest was little more ° 


than an ordinary scrimmage. 

Still, Baldwin paid close 
attention to the individual 
performances of each player 
to see how they perform under 
the pressure of game con- 
ditions. 


After the scrimmage, 


Baldwin said that although he 
was impressed by the play of 


seniors Cookie Jackson, 

(unquestionably the offensive 
star of the team) and Mike 
Haney, who showed quickness 
and strength under the 
boards, the team’s defense is 
still lacking organization. 

The other two tests the team 
has had were scrimmages 
against Baptist Bible College. 
In these practice games, 
Baldwin noticed much the 
same problems as in the Black 
and Gold match. 

“These guys have a great 
attitude—they never quit 
hustling—but our man-to-man 
defense is still giving up too 
many close shots. Our 
rebounding, which is a part of 
the defensive game,still needs 


work but that will come- 


around as the team gets more 
organized.” 

Baldwin also expressed 
concern over the team’s free 
throw shooting which was 
under 50 percent for the seven 
or eight players that will 

~probably see the most action. 

As for which players will 
make the starting five,

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Baldwin still isn’t 100 percent 
sure. 

“I know Jim Chapman will 
be our center,’ the coach said, 

“and of course Jackson will 
start. Tony Sullivan (the 
team’s sharpest shooter from 
long range) and Haney are 
also likely candidates for 
starting positions. Bill Clark 
has shown me a lot and so 
have all three point guard 
candidates (Gerald ‘‘Ice’’ 
Wright, Mike Ambrose and 
Emil Seliga). Jim Morrell has 
shown me a lot of defense and 
hustle.”’ 

He also mentioned Dave 
Kenney and Kevin Terry, 
whose fathers both played on 
Baldwin’s championship team 
of 1960-’61, as players who 
have demonstrated sharp 
individual skills.

Some would say at age 32 it’s time to 
hang up the racing shoes, but not BCC’s 
cross country coach Tom Carter. 

When asked his age, the tall, blond 
bachelor replied, “I forgot.

time to coach tennis classes on Mon- 
days and Wednesdays at BCC. He is a 
substitute teacher at Binghamton High 
School and a teacher of a mini-course 
on winter jogging. 

Carter began running at age 16 in 
high school. When he competed in other 
sports like baseball’ and basketball, 
Carter said the running had always 
been more enjoyable. ‘‘Running has no 
mental stress,’’ he said. “It’s just fun 
exercise.”’ 

Carter once collected coins as a 
hobby, but his love for physical exer- 
cise started him on the jogging trail. 
Asked why he runs, Carter replied, 
“That’s me Tom Carter. I enjoy 
exercise and all sports.” 

Carter said he hopes to prove that a 
person can run at any age and the body 
will not get old. “‘I’d like to run another 
18 years,’’ said Carter. 

Carter has won the Vestal 20 Km road 
race four years in a row and he holds all 
the records of the Forks 15 Km road 
race. He said his goal is to continue to 
improve as an athlete. “I want to be the 
best I can be.’’ 

He said he looks forward to running 
the two to 20 miles he runs everyday. 
He said it is not lonely, but an escape 
from reality, a time to work out his 
problems.

Carter said he loves coaching. “I 
enjoy working with kids, especially 
when they enjoy running,” he said. The 
only thing a coach can do at practice is 
to steer the runners away from 
mistakes, he said. Runners learn from 
their own experience, he said. 

Carter said he has read a lot on injury 
prevention, coordination, flexibility 
and strength training to benefit his 
running. He also believes in self- 
hypnosis to improve his mental attitude 
for running. 

“But running can be demanding,” 
Carter said. Part of the challenge is to 
give up the things he loves such as 
parties, ice cream and cake. And he 
said it’s essential that he gets enough 
sleep so his body will function properly 
when running. But he’s willing to make 
these sacrifices. “After 16 years of 
dedication, I’m not about to quit noe,” 
said Carter. 

Carter said he plans to continue 
coaching so he can encourage those 
who want to run for their own en- 
joyment, not because they have to.

The BCC men’s cross-country team 
abilities have improved as the team 
passes the midseason mark.

WAAL has announced that a new single 
from recording artist Bryan Adams is 
expected and that his forthcoming 
album Reckless would hit the record 
stores in November. This news could 
not have arrived at a better time. 

In an age of computerized, syn- 
thesized, pseudo music, the Canadian 
rocker provides a rapidly fading and 
much needed brand of simple, ap- 
pealingly uncomplicated rock and roll.

His second effort, the hard-hitting 
You Want It, You Got It, spawned 
the hit ‘Lonely Nights,”’ and give 
Adams the avenue he needed to make 





“Cuts Like a Knife,’ a success all over 
the world. 

Only fanatical Bryan Adams fans are 
aware of the impact he has had on the 
music industry. Before he began his 
onslaught on the U.S. charts he ex- 
perienced phenomenal success as a 
songwriter, composing for the likes of 
Loverboy, Ted Nugent, Prism, and 
others.

Tull rocks the Arena with energy |

“We want Tull! We want Tull! We 
want Tull!” 

As the Arena house lights dimmed, 
the air was rich with typical rock 
concert smoke and rowdy chanting for 
the main attraction. Tull they wanted 
and Tull they got. Brash Tull, bizarre 
Tull, acoustic Tull, rockifying Tull and 
mostly, satisfying Tull. 

On Sunday, Oct. 14, Ian Anderson, the 
lunatic-genius force of British rock 
troupe Jethro Tull, pranced, danced 


and cavorted for nearly two hours while , 


demonstrating his renowned virtuosity 
on acoustic guitar, mandolin and his 
famous specialty, the flute. As usual 
Anderson’s unmistakable voice was 
solidly backed by a competent crew of 
sidemen. This latest version of Jethro 
Tull has just released a new LP, Under 
Wraps. 

The show opened with a lifeless set of 
teeny-rock by Honeymoon Suite, a 
quintet from Toronto, Canada. A 
handful of younger rockers cheered the 
group’s one and only top-40 hit ‘‘(I’ve 
Got a) New Girl Now,’’ but otherwise, 
Suite was just marking time. 

After a 40-minute intermission, the 
curtains opened and the five band 
members (in an overblown plug of their

new album), stood motionless, draped 
in white wrapping paper. Tearing free 
of their cover, the band sprang into an 
instrumental rendition of ‘Locomotive 








Breath” as the near capacity crowd - 


screamed its approval. 

After an energetic sampling of tunes 
from Under Wraps which included the 
title cut along with ‘‘Nobody’s Car,” 
“Later that Same Evening’’ and 
“European Legacy,’’ Anderson led the 
group into a well received collage of 
Tull classics, including: ‘‘Living in the 
Past,’’ ‘Skating Away,’ (which 
featured the prettiest sounds Anderson 
evoked from his Ovation hollow body 
guitar all night) and an abbreviated 
version of ‘‘Thick as a Brick.” By this 
time, Anderson’s magic flute had 
beckoned a pack of fans toward the 
stage like the mice that were helplessly 
drawn to the Pied Piper in the classic 
tale. 

-Visibly inspired by the blistering 
licks from lead guitarist Martin Barre’s 
Gibson Destroyer, Anderson, at that 
point drenched with sweat, became

Anderson and Co. concluded the show. 
with the full version of ‘‘Locomotive 
Breath’’ followed by their encore, an 
audience sing-along of “Too Old to 
Rock and Roll, Too Young to Die.” 
Although the crowd reaction near the 
stage (which included this reviewer) © 
reached a frenzied peak during “Too 
Old” it appeared that those sitting in 
the cheap seats were rather subdued.

Van Halen is the premiere metal 
band in the world today. Each of its six 
albums is certified platimum and its '84 
tour is expected to gross $15 million 
with more than $1 million for thier U.S. 
festival appearance. 1984 also saw Van 
Halen’s first number one single, 
“Jump,” need I say more. 

VH released its first album, simply 
titled ‘‘Van Halen,”’ in 1978. It was a 
total killer, its best LP release ever. 
1979 saw VH receive its first big break 
as it opened for Black Sabbath, and 
blew Sabbath away, winning instant fan 
loyalty. VH has since released Van 
Halen II, Women and Children First, 
Fair Warning, Diver Down, and 1984. 

Eddie Van Halen has been called the 
most innovative guitarist since Jimi 
Hendrix and with the untimely death of 
Randy Rhodes, Eddie has had little to 
no competition as the premiere 
guitarist of the 1980’s. Aside from 
writing most of VH’s music, Eddie has 
also played on Brian May’s Star Fleet 
and on Michael Jackson’s ‘‘Beat It,’’ 
Eddie also wrote the music for the 
movie ‘‘The Wild Life.’’ While Eddie is 
shy and musical, lead vocalist David 
Lee Roth is the definition of a rock star. 

What can you say about Roth? The 
man is flamboyant, slightly strange, 
but never boring; Fast cars and 
Harleys, lots of womanizing, two 
midget bodyguards, and strange 
vacations with his social group “The 
Jungle Studs.” 

Roth’s poster is the one usually found 
hanging in the bedroom of most 
American teenage girls. On stage Roth 
combines aerobatics and suggestive 
posing along with a fine bluesy voice, 
making him one of metal’s most 
dynamic frontmen. 

Bassist Michael Anthony and 
drummer Alex Van Halen keep a solid, 
steady beat, as well as any bassist 
drummer combination in rock today.

Saxon was once considered one of the 
leaders of the new wave of British 
heavy metal. This movement consisted 
of young up-and-coming British bands 
which were expected to do well in the 
future. Some have and some haven't. 
Other bands involved in the new wave 
were Iron Maiden, Def Leppard, 
Samson, Praying Mantis and Angel 
Witch. 

Saxon released its first LP Saxon in 
1979 and got its big break opening for 
Motorhead on a tour of the United 
Kingdom. Saxon released back-to-back 
killers, Wheels of Steel and The Strong 
Arm of the Law (their two best LP’s). 

At this point, Saxon seemed ready to 
conquer the metal world. But the im- 
pact of their album decreased over the 
next few years. 

Denim and Leather, The Eagle has 
Landed, Power and The Glory, 
Crusader and their latest effort, 
Saxon’s Greatest Hits are all decent, 
but not spectacular albums. 

Frontman Biff Byford is the most 
noticeable member of Saxon with his 
long head of hair and powerful vocals. 
Guitarists Paul Quinn and Graham 
Oliver, bassist Steve Dawson and 
drummer Nigel Glockner who replaced 
Pete Gill (currently in Motorhead) 
round out the Saxon lineup. 


Ozzy Osbourne left Black Sabbath 
after a 10-year stint to form his own 
group. After recruiting drummer Lee 
Kerslake and bassist Bob Daisley from 
Uriah Heep along with guitarist Randy 
Rhodes from Quiet Riot, Osbourne 
released his first solo effort, The 
Blizzard of Oz, in 1980. The LP featured

does most of the group’s vocals. Lead 
guitarist Walt Hawley has the best 
voice in the band. His bass voice came 
as a pleasant surprise when he started 
singing Elvis Presley’s “I Did It My 
Way.” He definitely adds an interesting 
touch. 

The way the jamboree was organized 
made it difficult to judge Southern 
Tear’s full repertoire during their 
performance, which lasted a little over 
an hour. But, from talking to drummer 
Ed Travis, I got the feeling that what I 
had gotten was only a nibble of their 
main course on a “‘wild’’ Saturday 
night. 4 

They had the crowd up and dancing on 
Sunday afternoon. Since singing, 
dancing, drinking and whatever seems 
to take place naturally at night, the 
bands had to try hard to overcome the 
daytime atmosphere. 

Some songs that Southern Tear 
played at the jamboree were: Waylon 
Jenning’s ‘‘I May be Used bu, I’m Not 
Used Up,’’ Chubby Checker’s ‘‘Let’s 
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Controversy has never been a 
stranger to Osbourne and the '80’s were 
no exception. Some of Osbourne’s 
stunts include biting off the head of a 
dove at a meeting with record company 
executives and shaving off his long 
blonde locks to go bald. Osbourne wore 
a set of fake vampire teeth to his own 
wedding. He was arrested for urinating 
on a monument and had to have rabies 
shots after he bit off the head of a bat. 


Osbourne replaced Daisley and 
Kerslake with former Black Oak 
drummer Tommy Aldridge and Quiet 
Riot bassist Rudy Sarzo. This lineup 
released Diary of a Madman. 


With both his albums selling well and 
sold out concerts everywhere, 
Osbourne seemed to have everything 
going his way when tragedy struck. 


Randy Rhodes died in an airplane 
crash in 1982. The small plane carrying 
Rhodes crashed into the rear of 
Osbourne’s tour bus, killing the pilot 
and Rhodes. Rhodes’ death took its toll 
and for a time Osbourne couldn’t talk 
about Rhodes’ death, as the two were 
extremely close. Bernie Torme tem- 
porarily replaced Rhodes before 
Osbourne settled on Night Ranger 
guitarist Brad Gillis. 1982 also saw the 
release of Speak of the Devil, a live two- 
record set of only Black Sabbath 
material. 


Gillis and Sarzo left~Osbourne to 
rejoin their previous bands, leaving 
Osbourne to _ find adequate 
replacements. 

Don Costas and Pete Way filled in for 
a while before Daisley rejoined on bass. 
Jake E. Lee, an excellent young 
Californian guitarist replaced Gillis 
and Osbourne released Bark at the 
Moon, a decent LP (but nothing worth 
getting excited over). 


1984 saw Osbourne launch another 
successful major U.S. tour (with 
Motley Crue opening) proving that 
Osbourne is a survivor who is going to 
be around for a long time. 
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Twist Again,’ Elvis Presley’s ‘‘There 
Goes My Everything,”’ and “‘I Did it My 
Way.” They also did a new song from 
Conway Twitty titled ‘I Don’t Know a 
Thing About Love,,”” Alabama’s “‘Lady 
Down on Love” and well as Bob 
Seeger’s “Betty Lou’s Gettin Out 
Tonight.” 

Other artists whose work they per- 
form include: Hank Williams, JR., 
Merle Haggard, Creedance Clearwater 
Revival, Jerry Reed, and Alabama. 

Southern Tear also has some 
originals, including a pretty good 
country tune written by rhythem 
guitarist Rich Bender titled ““Wish Me 
Luck.”’ Southern Tear has been around 
for seven years, with the members 
playing steadily for the last 10 months.

Clyde is a living contradiction: He 
sold drugs to, as he said, ‘keep people 
alive,” and at the end of the play used 
the very same drugs to kill all the other 
depressed couples.

American boy, now all the American 
ideals are corroding. His very name 
implies that he is lucky, but at no time 
did he seem so. And finally, though he 
said little about himself, Clyde ‘‘told”’ 
the most about himself through ex- 
pressions and body language. 


Clyde is basically confused: he can’t 
figure out whether America is real or 
just a joke. It was a pleasure to watch 
Hull make this character real. 

So much for the praise. 


The first act, apart from Hull, was 
dull and slow moving. The dialogue was 
choppy and forgettable. Theater 
director Angelo Zuccolo attempted to 
spruce up the scene by hoping that the 
viewers comprehended all of the phallic 
imagry, but this only went so far. 

Let’s face it-Melfi wrote a very slow 


first act and an action-packed second 
act. A little more even action would 


- have helped. I felt like I was watching 
Dallas or something.

the rapport he had with the 
audience from the first minute 
on; I could sense his energy all 
the way at the back of the 
Arena. 

Another thing that really 
impressed me was the honesty 
with which Hagar performs. He 
doesn’t put up a macho image 
like other metal acts. Although I 
was far from the stage, I could 
still feel the energy emanating 
from this superb rocker- 
performer. And it takes a 
special kind of performer to get 
this heavy-metal-concert-ve- 
teran into a frenzy by long 
distance. It’s safe to say that 
Hagar really blew Krokus 
‘away. 

Hagar went through actual 
sets of songs. The first set 
consisted of such songs as 
“Three Lock Box’ and _ his 
current hit “I Can’t Drive 55.” 

The second set was what 
Hagar called a set of ‘‘kick-ass 
rock”’ that really got the crowd 
on their feet. 

When the concert was over, I 
felt that it wasn’t actually worth 
the $12.50 admission. But I must 
say that I had a memorable 
time and I’ve gained enormous 
respect for the ‘“‘Red Rocker.”
